HISTORY OF SCHOOL PRIZES 


The Ampol Best All Rounder Award 
First awarded 1990 


This medallion is donated by Ampol, to be awarded to the Best All Rounder as judged by senior members 
of the Staff. 


The Enid Arundel Memorial Prize in French 
(Endowed by The Arundel and Findlay families) 
First awarded 1988 


Mrs Mary Enid Arundel (nee Armstrong) was born in 1890, and educated at Abbotsleigh School 
Wahroonga where she was Head Girl in 1910. Her studies and travels are legion. After a year overseas 
with her parents she graduated Bachelor of Arts, Sydney University followed by several years teaching 
at Abbotsleigh. She undertook VAD training on the outbreak of World War I, embarking for England in 
1916 and service in a war hospital at Leicester. On her return to Australia in 1919 she was awarded 
the General Service Medal, the Early Enlistment Medal and the Victory Medal. She was Mentioned 
in Dispatches. 

Mrs Arundel was appointed to the teaching staff of SCEGGS Cremorne and proceeded to take her MA with 
Honours in French and German in 1923. 1924 saw her at the Sorbonne for post-graduate study and she did 
not return to Australia until 1932. Whilst Acting Headmistress of SCEGGS Moss Vale in 1934, Mrs 
Arundel applied for and was appointed to Headmistress of SCEGGS North Sydney where she remained 
until its closure in 1942 — the Church deeming the new location at Greenwich vulnerable in the event of 
Japanese invasion. She subsequently taught at Knox and St. Hilda’s, Southport. During World War II she 
worked in the RAN Cipher Office and then spent the rest of her working life as Staff Welfare Officer at 
David Jones. 


Mrs Arundel’s testimonials speak of a deep sense of duty and loyalty. Her reactions to every vicissitude of 
living were intellectual. She died in 1987. Mrs Arundel’s daughter Mrs C Findlay died in 1992. 


The Enid Arundel Memorial Prize is intended for award to the senior student in French in Form 12 in the 
school year.

The Boyd Prize in Geography 
First awarded 1986 


Mrs Beverley Boyd was educated at Abbotsleigh and gained her Arts degree at Sydney University. She 
taught at Frensham before arriving at Redlands in 1954. She remained teaching at the School throughout 
her career except for three short breaks to look after her son and to go overseas. Mrs Boyd taught 
Geography to every Form in the school and History to the lower Forms. She introduced Asian Social 
Studies to the curriculum as part of the Wyndham Scheme Development of Studies in the 60’s. She took a 
Keen interest in co-curricular sporting activities and was instrumental in promoting boys’ basketball. 
Subsequently, Mrs Boyd took charge of the Geography Department and during 1980-81 was Acting Deputy 
and Pro Senior Mistress in 1982 with Miss Stewart and Mrs Playoust. She retired at the end of the 1984 
academic year. In 1986 she endowed the prize for Form 12 Geography. 


The Brookvale Rotary Club Prize for Outstanding Contribution to the Life of the School 
First awarded 1986 


To be awarded to a student in Form 12 who contributes exceptionally to the life of the school. 

A close association between Rotary International and Redlands has been sustained for more than 20 years, 
in activities such as the Rotary Youth Exchange programme through which more than 200 Exchange 
Students have become members of the Redlands Community, the CPR programme operated by the Rotary 
Club of Neutral Bay and the Public Speaking Training programme of the 1980's. 


The Rotary Club of Brookvale Prize exemplifies brightly the unity of purpose in Service. 


S A Brown Prize for Visual Arts 
First awarded 1923 


In 1888, four years after the foundation of the school, Miss Arnold invited Miss S A Brown to come out 
from England to undertake the institution of a Kindergarten. Miss Liggins and Miss Brown were associated 
with the initiation of the Free Kindergarten movement in Sydney, one of the first Committee meetings being 
held in Miss Liggins’ drawing room. Redlands is proud of its early connection with that great movement. 
During the Fitzroy Street days the school badge was designed by Miss Brown. She set a tradition of 
achievement in the Singing and Art departments of the school. Originally the prize was awarded for 
drawing and in 1946 it was presented as a gift of the Old Girls. 


Clarke Cup 
First awarded 1986 


The Swimming Championship Cup. This cup has been donated by Mr & Mrs P E Clarke whose daughter, 
Megan attended the school from 1983 and was the Senior Girls’ Swimming Champion in 1989. 


Colless Cup 
First awarded 1935 


The Senior Girls Athletics Cup has been refurbished by the addition of a large wooden base. This has been 
made possible through the generosity of Dr & Mrs J Colless whose daughter, Philippa, attended Redlands 
from 1982 to 1989. She was the Senior Girls Athletics Champion in 1989. 


R S Coogan Prize for Physics 

First awarded 1951 

This prize was the gift of Mr & Mrs R S Coogan. In 1960 it was changed to an award in Biology, but 
returned in 1983 to its original purpose. 

The Cremorne Girls High School OGU Prize for Citizenship. 

First awarded 1990 

This prize is to be awarded to a Form 7 student. It was decided in late 1990 that this prize be provided in 
order to maintain the name of Cremorne Girls High School in the light of the purchase of that school by the 
Board of SCEGGS Redlands Ltd. The award was made by decision of the Annual General Meeting of the 
Cremorne Girls High School OGU. 


Nona Dumolo Prize for an English Essay 

First awarded 1949 

Miss Nona Dumolo was the first Headmistress of the North Sydney Branch of SCEGGS when the school 
opened in the Parish Hall, Christ Church, Lavender Bay, North Sydney in 1911. During the first term there 
were ten pupils. Under the direction of Miss Dumolo the school prospered and she continued as 
Headmistress until 1922 when she resigned to go to Armidale to become Headmistress of the New England 
Girls’ School in 1923. 

After her retirement from Armidale, Miss Dumolo came to live at Lindfield and she took a very real interest 
in the school which she had started so many years before. Miss Dumolo kindly agreed that the new House 
which was formed in 1966 could be named for her. She died on 4th May, 1966. 


The prize was a gift of the Old Girls in 1949, 


The Robert Dunnet Craftsmanship Award 
First awarded 1997 


This is awarded for the most outstanding example of craftsmanship produced by a student of the school, for 
a school activity in the year of the award. 


The English Family Cup for Squash Player of the Year 

First awarded 1991 

This Trophy has been donated by the English Family. Kym English left Redlands in 1989 and Hunter 
English left in 1991. 

Lynette Fahl Memorial Prize for Divinity 

First awarded 1964 

Anne Lynette Fahl was born on 14th October, 1947, and enrolled as a student of SCEGGS Redlands in 
1960. Although handicapped by ill-health, she completed Third Year Studies in 1962. Lynette was awarded 
her Intermediate Certificate in 1962 but died shortly afterwards on 30th May, 1963. 

The prize was the gift of Mr & Mrs Fahl in memory of their daughter. Mr Richard Fahl subsequently 
assisted the school in 1980 through a bequest also in honour of his daughter’s memory. 

To be awarded to the student gaining first place in Divinity Forms 7 to 10 inclusive. 


Lynette Fahl Memorial Prize for General Studies 
First awarded 1964 “ 


To be awarded to the student gaining first place in General Studies in Form 12. 


Reverend H E Felton Memorial Prize for Divinity 
First awarded 1965 


Herbert Eric Felton was born at Mosman in 1899. He was educated at what was then known as Mosman 

Superior Public School and later entered Moore College in 1924 where he became Eleanor Abbott Scholar 

and Barker Scholar in 1925. He took his THL with 2nd Class Honours in 1934. He was made Deacon by the 

Archbishop of Sydney in 1925, was ordained by the Archbishop in 1926 and became Curate of St Thomas, 

Rozelle, in the same year. He married Esther Catherine Callaghan in 1926 and he and Mrs Felton went out 
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with BCA to the Parish of Mungindi in the diocese of Armidale. In 1930 he was appointed Warden of the 
BCA Hostel for Children. After working with BCA Eric Felton returned to Sydney and was appointed 
Curate of All Soul’s Leichhardt, in 1931 where he remained until called to the Rectorship of St Paul's, 
Castle Hill, 1937. After a successful ministry in this parish he was called to be Rector of St Chad’s, 
Cremorne in 1941. 

He was appointed Chaplain to the Sydney Church of England Girls’ Grammar School, Cremorne in 1955. 
He loved his work among the girls and took great interest in school life. Reverend Felton was an examiner 
for the Australian College of Theology from 1950-60, a member of the Diocesan Board of Education and 
the Bush Church Aid Committee for some years. He died on 7th July, 1964. 


This prize to be awarded to the Form 12 student gaining first place in Divinity. 


‘The Bruce Fox Memorial Prize . 
First awarded 1997 


This prize is awarded to a student in Year 11 or 12 who has studied a modern language to a level far beyond 
that of the classroom along with a high achievement in all aspects of school life. 


The Lona French Prize for Mathematics 
First Awarded 1970 


After twenty-four years as a Mathematics Mistress in the Senior School, Lona French, a much beloved and 
respected teacher, retired in 1969 owing to ill health. 


To be awarded to a student in Form 10. 


The Sylvia Furness Memorial Prize for Music 
First awarded as the Mosman Music Club Prize in 1987 
First awarded as the Sylvia Furness Memorial Prize in 1993 


The venue for the Mosman Music Club Concerts since 1987 has been the School Assembly Hall and the 
Parkes Hall. As a token of the Club’s appreciation this prize is intended to be awarded to a student of Music, 
nominated by the Music Department. 

Mrs Sylvia Furness taught music at Redlands from 1945 until her retirement in 1971. She was the President 
of the Mosman Music Club for many years. She died in 1993. 


The Julie Gillick Prize for Captain of the Arts 
First awarded 1997 


Mrs Julie Gillick was a senior member of the staff of Redlands from 1983 to 1997. It was her vision and 
energy that resulted in the creation of the position of Captain of the Arts. This award is given to recognize 
service in that capacity by one of the School’s Senior Office Bearers. 


The Girton Grammar School Prize 
First awarded 1993 


This prize, donated by the Board of Girton Grammar School Board, Victoria, is to be awarded to a Form 12 
student as recognition of exceptional achievement in a wide range of scholastic pursuits. The prize is not 
for Dux. 

First presented at Speech Night 1993 by the Chairman of Girton Grammar School Board, Mr J Higgs, the 
prize is for General Merit, being third in the Order. 


Norman S Girvan Prize for Chemistry 
First awarded 1972 


For many years Mr Norman S Girvan was a member of the School Council, as well as the School builder. 
He gave generously of his time and ability to assist in the developments of SCEGGS Redlands. 
He died in 1972. d

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The Donald Hamilton Memorial Prize for Ethics 
First awarded in 1996 


From Note Day - 22 March 1996: With sadness the School reflects upon the recent death of Mr Don 
Hamilton (25 April 1913 - 16 March 1996) resident of Bougainvillea Retirement Village next to Redlands, 
friend of the School and close friend of students of the school who over these past years have visited 
Bougainvillea and have on many occasions enjoyed afternoon tea provided by Mr Hamilton, At Mr 
Hamilton's funeral service on 21 March 1996, Mr Daniel Steinhauer (Redlander, Class of ‘94) sang 
Amazing Grace; other Redlanders attending were Mr Brendan Byrne, Mr Nicholas Eales, Miss Chloe Frew 
who flew from England for the Service, Mr Kelly McHutchison, Mr Luke Scobie who travelled from 


‘University in Armidale and Mr Andrew Shapley - all Redlanders Class ‘94. Members of Form 10 also 


attended and Joshua Blanket read. These members of the Redlands Community were among those who 
have been closely associated with Bougainvillea since early 1994 and who came to know Mr Hamilton so 
well and who escorted him on his welcome visits to the school grounds in his motorised wheelchair. Parents 


and friends of the school community were also present at the celebration of Don Hamilton’s life and kind 


heart. On behalf of that community Redlands recalls today with gratitude and respect Mr David Donald 
(Don) Hamilton. Ave atque Vale. 

Mr Don Hamilton worked for his lifetime in Banking. In memory of this great man, this Prize for Ethics is 
to be awarded annually to a student of Form 12. 


Hattersley Cup for Tennis Singles — Girls 
First awarded 1922 


Hattersley Cup for Tennis Singles — Boys 
First awarded 1990 


Miss Alison Hattersley came from a sporting family. Her father, Mr A H Hattersley, was born in Grafton, 


obtained an economics degree at Sydney University and was a keen golfer. Alison’s brother was an 


Australian amateur golf champion. Alison attended Redlands from 1917 to 1926. In 1922 her father 
endowed the Cup to promote an annual tennis Championship at Redlands; this was won by Alison herself 
several times. i 


In 1927 Alison went to University to study Arts. There she won a Triple Blue for tennis, swimming and 
basketball. She also won the Athletic Pennant and in 1936, representing Redlands, she won the tennis cup 
of the Girls Secondary Schools Club. In 1939 she won the State Squash Racquets Championship. Since 
1960 Miss Hattersley has travelled widely throughout the world. Miss Hattersley is a strong supporter of 
The Redlanders. 


At speech night 1990, Miss Hattersley presented for the first time the replacement cup for girls’ tennis 
singles, and inaugurated the Hattersley Cup for boys’ tennis singles. The original Hattersley Cup has 
entered the permanent archives. 


The Isobel A Humphery Prize for Leadership (Endowed by The Redlanders) 
First awarded 1988 


Mrs Isobel Ada Humphery, 1913-1988, was Head Prefect of SCEGGS, Cremorne in 1930 and graduated 
Bachelor of Arts from’ Sydney University in 1934, majoring in Latin, English and Psychology. She gained 


her Diploma in Educiftion the following year and much later became a Member of the Australian College of 
From teaching in private schools, Mrs Isobel Humphery was appointed Headmistress of Sydney Church of 
England Girls’ Grammar School, Redlands in 1945, the amalgamation of Redlands and Sydney Church of 
England Girls’ Grammar School North Sydney. Her retirement in 1973 saw the end of an era of innovation, 
review and development with gentle leadership and a breadth of vision for children and their education. The 
losses of her Father in World War I and her husband in World War II engendered a deep commitment in Mrs 
Humphery to the service of widows and independents of servicemen killed in the wars. She was a Founding 
Director of the Vasey Housing Association of NSW, a committee member of the War Widows’ Guild and a 
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Commonwealth Government appointee to the Veterans Children’s Board until her death in 1988. For her 
services in these areas Mrs Humphery was awarded the Order of Australia in 1986. 


The Isobel A Humphery Prize is intended for award to the student in the Senior School considered to have 
shown the highest qualities of leadership during the school year. The recipient of the Liggins and Arnold 
Prize for Captain of the School is not eligible. 


Kent-Sams Cup for Tennis Doubles 
First awarded 1926 


Cynthia Kent passed the Leaving Certificate winning an exhibition to Sydney University in 1920. She 
helped at Redlands with games during her university years. After graduating in Arts in 1923 she joined the 
Redlands’ staff as Sportsmistress. In 1927 she went to Italy to stay with an aunt, but returned to Australia 
-briefly before she married Robert Forbes in Bombay in 1929 and went to live at Masjid-i-Suleiman in 
Persia. 


Before her first child was born her husband died and Cynthia returned to Australia. In 1938 she joined the 
Redlands’ staff as a resident mistress and her daughter Roberta was a boarder. 


In 1942 she and Roberta went to the Glennie Memorial School in Toowoomba. Roberta went on to the 
University in Queensland and then to England where she married Dr Nutt in 1957. Roberta came to 
Australia with her husband when he came here to finish the Opera House. 

Cynthia returned to Australia in 1963 and died soon after. 

Bijou Sams started Kindergarten at Redlands in 1914 and continued her studies here until 1925. At Sydney 
University she studied Arts and majored in Music. In 1927 she travelled to England with her sister Vida and 
for three years studied physical education at the Chelsea Polytechnic. Afterwards she went to teach in 
Durban, South Africa, for a year and there married Frank Stocken in 1934. They spent the early years of 
their married life cane-farming in Zululand and retired to the Coast of Natal at Ballietro. 

Both Miss Sam and Miss Kent coached younger students in sport at Redlands and in 1926 they presented a 
Cup for tennis. 


E Lakeman Prize for Economics 
First awarded 1983 


Miss Lakeman, an Old Girl of the School, returned to teach at Redlands in 1959, after graduating BA from 
Sydney University. She taught Geography, Modern History and General Studies, studying Economics as an 
evening student. After graduating BEc she introduced Economics to the school as part of the Wyndham 
Scheme Development of Studies in the 60s. This subject has. been her special interest for fifteen years, and 
she endowed the prize for Form 12 Economics in 1983. 


The Landau Prize for Modern Languages 
First awarded 1995 


This Prize is to be awarded for special achievement in the spoken word in French, Japanese or Mandarin by 
a student in Forms 10, 11, 12 or the International Baccalaureate Form. 


The Landau Prize for Modern Languages was endowed by Mrs Landau in 1995 in memory of Mr Samuel 
Landau, parent of the school whose daughter Rachelle attended from 1992 to 1994 completing her Higher 
School Certificate in 1994. Mr Landau died in 1994. 


The Lang Prize for Dux of the School 
First awarded 1983 


The Lang Prize is awarded to a top student who has achieved outstanding results in his or her scholarship 
and endeavours at Redlands. 


The award acknowledges both the studentship of Kerry and Debra Wa during the years 1962-1979 and the 
fellowship extended to Fay and John Lang since 1962.

Liggins and Arnold Prize for the School Captain 
First awarded c1912 


Redlands grew from the ‘College of Girls’ established in 1884 by Miss E Liggins and Miss C Arnold in 
Fitzroy Street, Milsons Point. These two ladies formed an unusually fine combination. Miss Liggins was 
the organiser of the school and Miss Arnold, who held the Cambridge Highest Certificate and had some 
experience of enlightened schooling methods in England, was in charge of the actual teaching. 

Redlands has loved music from its inception and that partly under the inspiration of the Liggins family. 
Miss Alice Liggins in 1935 had a percussion band that won first prize at the Sydney Eisteddfod. 

In 1911, following the death of Miss Liggins and the retirement of Miss Arnold, Miss Roseby became 
Principal. In the twenties the ‘Arnold Room’ furnished Redlands with an Assembly Hall and Liggins House 
was built to provide accommodation with a sleeping-out balcony upstairs for the boarders and rooms for the 
Junior School below. 

The Liggins and Arnold prize is an honour for the Senior Student who has upheld the highest traditions of 
the school and has set an example in work and conduct. 


The Lion’s Club of Mosman Community Involvement Award 
First Awarded 1996 


This Prize is awarded to a member of Form 11 or Form 12 who has given his or her utmost to becoming 
involved in community affairs. Consideration is given to the initiative, leadership and effort demonstrated 
throughout the year. 


The McLelland Prize for Excellence in Modern Languages 
First awarded 1989 


This Prize was endowed by Mr and Mrs G McLelland, whose daughter Nicola was Dux of the School in 
1986. She had a particular interest in Languages. 


McPhail Tennis Cup (Junior Doubles) 
First awarded 1960 


Mathematics Prize 
Gift of the Mothers’ Canteen. To be awarded to the student gaining first place in Form 12 Mathematics. 


Johneen Mellor Memorial Prize for Science 
First awarded 1970 


Mrs Mellor joined the staff in 1959 and taught Science in both the Junior and Senior sections of the school. 
Her sudden death on 20th May, 1970, was a shock to her pupils and friends. In her memory the Mistresses 
and girls endowed an annual prize. 


The Felicity Mitchell Memorial Prize 
First awarded 1991 


This prize has been donated by the Clubb family, to be awarded to a student in the Senior School who, in the 
judgement of the Common Room, has achieved excellent school years whilst battling significant 
challenges, which with a lesser response from the student could well have damaged those school years. The 
prize is not an academic award per se but is an encouragement to an individual who, despite the 
overwhelming odds, succeeds. The prize is given in the spirit of the legacy that Felicity gave us all. She 
inspired encouragement in those who were fortunate enough to have known her. 


The Mosman Municipal Council School Citizenship Award 
First awarded 1996 


This Award recognises a member of Form 12 who has demonstrated exemplary qualities of citizenship in 
the community. 
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The North Shore Historical Society Prize 
First awarded 1986 


Awarded to a Senior Student for research in Local History. 


Norah Piper Memorial Prize for English 
First awarded 1970 


Before coming to “Redlands” in 1960 Mrs Piper had worked in the libraries of Burwood, Kuringai and 
Mosman Councils, and in the City of Sydney Public Library, where she attained the highest positions open 
to women at that time. 

Her extensive knowledge of books and music, and her interest in everything of concern to children and 
young people made her an ideal person for the position of librarian. 

‘Her contribution to the school was recognised by the instituting of a memorial prize after her sudden death 
on 4th July, 1970. 


This prize is to be awarded to the student gaining first place in English, Form 12. 


The van Ogtrop Award 
First awarded 1996 


Gift of parents of the School, Mr J and Mrs A van Ogtrop. This Award seeks to encourage study of the Fine 
Arts. Assistance is provided to a promising Form 11 student who wishes to undertake major creative work 
on paper for the Higher School Certificate in Visual Arts. The Award is a scholarship to study at the 
University of Sydney TIN SHEDS Art Workshops during the first semester following completion of the 
HSC. 


The van Ogtrop Award marks the long association of the van Ogtrop family with SCECGS Redlands. 


The President’s Prize for Special Achievement 
First awarded 1987 


This prize was first endowed by the Redlands Association in 1987. The Association has sought to ensure the 
quiet achiever within the school should be recognised by this award, reflecting the aims of the parent body. 
The donation of The President's Prize is the Redlands Associations recognition of the service to the 
students of the school by its President, the representative of the working committee. 


The Mabel Roseby Trophy for Academic Excellence 
First awarded 1984 


Known affectionately as “Miss May”, Miss Mabel Roseby was a younger sister of Miss G A Roseby and 
worked with her for thirty-five years, as associate and support, while she was Headmistress of Redlands. A 
graduate of Sydney University, Miss Mabel’s special teaching interest was Geology. She carried much 
responsibility in the boarding school and was greatly appreciated for her unfailing good humour and sense 
of fun. After Miss Roseby retired from the school in 1945, Miss Mabel became involved with 
Congregational Church work, including the Mosman Community Association Nursery School and busied 
herself with various Women’s Groups. 


She died on 11th January, 1957 and is lovingly remembered by many of her ex-students. 


The Roseby Memorial Prize for Latin 

First awarded in 1918 as Dr T Roseby’s Latin Prize 

After his death in 1919 it became a memorial prize and in 1961 Miss Roseby donated a sum of money to be 
used by the Council to endow the Latin Prize to be presented in memory of her late distinguished father. 
Dr T Roseby was Minister of the Congregational Church in Dunedin, New Zealand, and a classical scholar. 
He moved to Sydney to become Minister of what is now Roseby Memorial Church at Marrickville, during 
which time Miss Roseby attended the University as one of the early women students. 
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Hirst awarded 1988 


mn in New Zealand in 1872, Gertrude Amy Roseby came to Australia with her father Dr Thomas Rosch, 

Mi ister of the Congregational Church. She graduated in 1885 from Sydney University Bachelor of Arts 
“with Honours, majoring in Logic and Mental Philosophy, followed by a Diploma in Theory and Practice of 
‘Teaching from London University. 


‘Having taught in Rockhampton for eight years before a visit to London, Miss Roseby returned to an 
appointment as resident Headmistress at Ascham School, 1908-1910. In 1911 she purchased Redlands 
School from the Misses Liggins and Arnold — its Principal until her retirement in 1945. Her diversity of 
interests saw her president of the Headmistresses’ Association for Secondary Schools, president of the 
Tuesday Club within the Women’s Club, president of the Women’s Inter-Church Council, founder and 
treasurer of the Wybalena Hostel for Girls and president of the Congregational Women’s Fellowship. She 
‘maintained her intellect and energy into her 90s, dying in 1971 just four months before her one hundredth 
birthday. 

Miss G A Roseby was honoured by Her Majesty the Queen in 1958 with appointment as Officer of the 
Order of the British Empire for her services to Education. 


The G A Roseby Prize is intended for award to the student who in any of Forms 10, 11 or 12 during the 
school year has shown an unusual degree of interest, enthusiasm and proficiency in Humanities — 
Literature, Language, Poetry, Drama, Writing or History. 


‘The St Chad Memorial Prize for Divinity 
First awarded 1950 


For active leadership in the School Fellowship. 
This prize emphasised the strong connection between the parish and the school. 
To be awarded to a student in Form 11 or 12. 


The St. Peter’s Art Prize 


Gift of the Anglican Parish of St. Peter, Cremorne. This Prize, initiated by Fr. Armstrong and the Parish 
Council, is first awarded in 1998. The Prize is for a genre or subject artwork that i investigates the theme of 
spirituality. Visual Arts students from Forms 9 to 12 are eligible to submit work in any medium for the 
Prize. The winning work is displayed at St. Peter's for a short time and the winner is acknowledged at a 
Church Service. 


‘The Scarrott Award for Captain of Games 
First awarded 1997 


Both passionate about Sport, Judy Scarrott (BA) has endowed this award/prize on behalf of herself and her 
late husband Keith (K G) Scarrott, (BA Hons, B Ed, MAPsS, MACE). Parents of former Senior Mistress 
Julie Gillick, they followed and supported her career at Redlands, hosting Thai exchange groups on their 
country property in Victoria, and when in Sydney, attending performances and cheering for Redlands teams 
from the sidelines of Saturday Games. Former Principal of the State College of Victoria, Bendigo, KG’s life 
was dedicated to teacher education, with emphasis always on the development of the “whole person”. An 
outstanding ne g athlete and footballer he was later a State Swimming official who remained a 
‘Sportsman always. 

Judy, a State Betiadugeg i in baseball and strong tennis player, later co-founded the Sportswomen’ s 
Association of Bendigo and was awarded Sports Administrator of the Year in 1995 for her services to tennis 
administration. 


‘The Scarf Foundation’s Award for Academic Commitment 
First awarded 1990 D 


This award is made available by the Scarf Foundation, through the NSW Department of School Education, 
to be presented to a student from Form 10, 11 or 12, who has shown commitment to improve his or her 
academic standing. 
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Scholastic Buttons 
First awarded 1990 


Scholastic Buttons are awarded to students of Forms 8 to 12 to acknowledge outstanding scholastic 
achievement measured at the completion of each academic year. 


The buttons are worn on the blazer replacing the normal button.

Miss Slack succeeded Miss Dumolo as Headmistress of SCEGGS. North Sydney branch in 1923 and 


remained in that position until 1934. In 1954 contributions to the Ella Slack Memorial Fund were solicited 
and in 1957 were used to endow an annual prize in memory of this much-loved former Headmistress. 


The Joyce Mary Snelling MBE Memorial Prize for Form 12 Music 

First awarded 1990 

Mrs Snelling attended Mrs Baker’s Collegiate located in Cremorne. The school no longer exists. Mrs Snelling 
sent her two daughters to SCEGGS Moss Vale where they were Dux of the School in their final years. 
Subsequent grandchildren have attended SCEGGS Redlands and SCEGGS Forbes Street. Mrs Snelling’s 
great grandson commenced at SCECGS Redlands in 1990. 

Mrs Snelling had a great love of the theatre and music. She was particularly noted, and eventually honoured 
by Her Majesty the Queen, for her work with Red Cross, war widows, ex-service people and community 
service. She died in November 1988. 


Jessie K Steel Prize in Biology (Form 12) First awarded 1970 and the 

Jessie K Steel Memorial Prize in Biology (Form 11) (Endowed by the Redlanders) 

First awarded 1986 

Miss Steel retired in 1969 after more than forty years’ devoted service to the North Sydney branch of 
SCEGGS She was educated at Ravenswood where one of her teachers was Miss Ella Slack. 

Miss Steel taught Science at Bay Road, then was sent to “Standish” for six months at the time of the change 
of premises. Here she prepared for an intake of boarders and interviewed prospective parents. 

During the early war years the School Council decided to close “Standish” and evacuate the school to Moss 
Vale. Eighteen months later they purchased Redlands. In 1945, Miss Steel joined SCEGGS Redlands as 
Deputy Headmistress. Here she remained as Deputy and a teacher of Senior Science until her retirement. 
She continued to take an active interest in the school after her retirement. Miss Steel died in 1986. The 
Redlanders endowed the Jessie K Steel Memorial Prize in Form 11 for Biology, to be first awarded in 1986. 


Penelope Stephens Memorial Prize for Dux of Form 7 

First awarded 1963 

Penelope attended SCEGGS Redlands during 1961-62. She and her mother died in a car accident on 17th 
September, 1962. Penny belonged to McDouall House and was a member of the Junior B Basketball team. 
She loved school and participated eagerly in all House events. In 1963 Mr Charles Stephens presented a 
special prize in memory of his daughter. -

The Wark Prize for Service in each of Years 7 to 12 was endowed by Mr and Mrs Ian Wark in 1982 to mark 
the School’s relationship with their family in the attendance at Redlands of Miss Kim Wark, Captain of the 
School in 1981. 


Of particular significance in the award of this Prize is its emphasis on the Service the recipient has rendered 
in the School and the community at large. It is awarded to mark a student's excellence in having 
demonstrated the principle of selflessness in the service of others. 


Jane Warren Memorial Prize 
First awarded 1983 


The prize, endowed especially for the Vice-Captain of the School by Mr and Mrs C R E Warren 


and family, is a memorial to their daughter, Jane, who died as a result of a tragic riding accident on 


31 December, 1982.
